Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  Tenth  An¬ 
nual  Report  of  the  Alberta  Government  Telephones  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  the  31st  day  of  December,  1921. 

During  the  year  a  considerable  amount  of  new  Plant  was 
added  to  the  System  in  all  three  branches,  the  rural  branch  hav¬ 
ing  2,050  miles  of  poles  added  and  4,449  subscribers.  A  large 
number  of  these  rural  subscribers  were  on  estimates  which  had 
been  commenced  during  1920  and  were  not  completed  until  after 
November  30th  when  the  year  closed,  consequently,  the  sub¬ 
scribers  added  after  November  30th  on  the  1920  program  are- 
shown  in  the  1921  construction.  There  were  actually  2,224  rural 
subscribers  added  to  the  plant  on  1921  estimates.  Our  Long  Dis¬ 
tance  Lines  were  increased  by  482  miles  of  poles  and  6,524  miles 
of  wire.  Additions  to  our  exchanges  were  made  in  a  number  of 
cities  and  towns  throughout  the  Province,  the  greater  part  of 
the  work  being  carried  out  at  Calgary  and  Lethbridge.  A  new 
automatic  exchange  was  provided  in  the  North  Hill  district, 
Calgary,  which  has  a  capacity  of  4,000  lines;  1,500  lines  of  auto¬ 
matic  equipment  were  installed  and  cut  into  service  with  1,150 
subscribers  connected  to  the  Exchange. 

We  have  also  commenced  the  installation  of  a  complete  new 
automatic  exchange  in  the  City  of  Lethbridge.  This  exchange 
is  being  installed  in  a  modern  building  which  was  completed  in 
the  fall  of  1920.  We  are  also  installing  a  new  toll1  board  in  this 
building  which  will  provide  Lethbridge  with  a  first-class  tele¬ 
phone  exchange.  We  expect  this  equipment  will  all  be  cut  into 
service  by  March  1st,  1922. 

It  is  also  interesting  to  know  that  the  installation  of  our 
Carrier  System  of  Multiplex  Telephony  between  Calgary  and  Ed¬ 
monton  has  been  a  complete  success.  This  apparatus  was  cut 
into  service  in  the  month  of  October  and  has  given  entire  satis¬ 
faction.  This  System  is  the  first  to  be  installed  in  Canada  and 
the  fifth  Multiplex  System  to  be  put  into  service  in  the  world. 
The  advantages  gained  by  the  installation  of  this  system  are 
principally  increased  toll  line  facilities  between  the  cities  of  Cal¬ 
gary  and  Edmonton  and  a  very  great  improvement  in  long  haul 
conversations  from  Edmonton  or  Calgary.  The  Carrier  System 
makes  it  possible  to  carry  on  three  distinct  conversations  over 
one  pair  of  wires  at  the  same  time  without  interference.  Another 
circuit  can  still  be  added  with  very  little  additional  apparatus.  It 
is  considered  that  the  improvements  made  to  our  toll  lines  during 
the  year  1921  will  be  sufficient  to  carry  us  through  1922  with 
very  little  additional  work. 

We  are  somewhat  disappointed  in  the  business  during  the 
last  two  or  three  months  of  the  year.  This  has  been  caused  prin¬ 
cipally  by  the  general  business  depression  which  we  find  through¬ 
out  the  Province  and  has  had  some  effect  on  our  revenue.  Our 
new  toll  rates  which  went  into  effect  on  June  10th  have  worked 
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out  very  satisfactory  and  were  producing  the  desired  results  in 
so  far  as  increased  revenue  was  concerned  from  the  toll  plant  up 
to  the  months  of  November  and  December.  Our  toll  business 
during  those  two  months  did  not  hold  up  to  expectations.  Had 
this  business  kept  up  during  these  two  months  our  tolls  for  the 
thirteen  months  would  have  gone  fairly  well  over  the  million  mark 
or  an  increased  revenue  of  $200,000  over  twelve  months  last  yeai. 
During  the  last  six  months  of  the  year  we  have  gone  over  the 
System  carefully  and  cut  down  our  operating  expenses  wherever 
it  was  possible.  In  addition  to  this  there  has  been  a  revision  of 
wage  schedules  which  will  take  effect  on  January  1st,  1922,  and 
will  mean  a  reduction  of  approximately  10  per  cent,  on  our  pay¬ 
rolls.  This  will  further  reduce  our  operating  expenses. 

We  are  in  hopes  now  that  we  are  at  the  worst  point  in  the 
business  depression  and  that  conditions  will  gradually  improve 
during  the  coming  year.  You  will  notice  by  the  report  of  supplies 
on  hand  that  we  are  carrying  a  very  heavy  over-stock  this  year. 
This  is  principally  made  up  of  poles.  Our  stocks  otherwise,  except¬ 
ing  cross-arms  and  a  few  other  items,  are  very  close  to  normal. 
We  are,  however,  carrying  a  very  heavy  over-stock  of  poles  and 
this  is  accounted  for  partly  by  the  fact  that  3,000  miles  of  the  con¬ 
struction  planned  during  1921  was  not  carried  out  and  partly  due 
to  the  fact  that  too  many  poles  were  ordered  for  the  1921  construc¬ 
tion  work.  This  is  a  condition,  however,  that  will  simply  have  to 
be  met  and  while  we  have  done  our  utmost  to  hold  down  these 
stocks  of  poles  this  year,  it  has  been  impossible  to  get  them  below 
where  they  are  at  the  present  time.  We  will  not  purchase  any 
poles  for  the  coming  year  and  will  cut  down  our  pole  stocks  con¬ 
siderably.  This  will  also  apply  to  cross-arms  and  other  materials 
which  we  may  have  over-stocked.  It  is  our  intention  to  reduce 
our  supplies  to  a  minimum  during  1922.  This  will  not  be  possible 
with  poles  and  we  can  expect  to  have  a  fairly  good  sized  stock  of 
poles  on  hand  at  the  end  of  the  construction  season  of  this  year. 

During  the  last  six  months  of  the  year  we  have  transferred 
the  moneys  which  have  accumulated  as  surpluses  in  the  Telephone 
Department  to  a  Depreciation  Reserve  fund.  As  soon  as  this 
money  was  transferred,  all  accounts  for  replacement  work  since 
the  beginning  of  1919  were  cleared  and  the  amount  charged  to  the 
Depreciation  Reserve.  This  has  cleared  our  replacement  account 
from  the  date  that  Mr.  Wray  completed  his  inventory  and  valu¬ 
ation  and  now  places  the  telephone  department  in  a  position  of 
charging  all  replacement  work  to  the  Depreciation  Reserve.  While 
this  reserve  is  not  by  any  means  as  large  as  it  should  be,  this 
change  has  the  effect  of  enabling  the  Department  to  straighten  out 
its  financial  position  and  charge  replacement  to  the  proper  fund. 

It  should  be  noted  that  this  report  covers  a  period  of  thirteen 
months  from  November  30th,  1920,  to  December  31st,  1921.
